Per Resident

How can you determ ine the value of the Bucks 
County Health D epartm ent to the county? 
How 
can you tell whether it’s worth the 58 cents it 
costs each resident in county taxes? 


A look at the record on past and present 
occurrences of disease is extrem ely convincing, 
hut doesn’t tell the whole story. 


Since the health departm ent was established 
in 1955, alm ost all disease statistics have greatly 
declined. What these statistics don’t show is that 
the illnesses have dropped during six years in 
which the county has seen a trem endous increase 
in people, buildings and potential health hazards. 


Hundreds Inoculated 


There wore four cases of diptheria, once a 
dreaded deadly children’s discase, in 1056 in the 
county, and hasn't been one since. Im m unization 
checked the disease. The Bucks County Health 
Departm ent 
each 
year 
inoculates hundreds of 
sm all children who would not otherwise bo pro­ 
tected from diptheria, whooping cough, tetanus 
and polio. 


There were two cases of typhoid fever in 1955 
and 1956 and one in 1957. Since then, no case 
has been reported to the Bucks County Health 
D epartm ent. 


Typhoid comes from polluted w ater and a 
m ajor endeavor of the Health D epartm ent is to 
elim inate or purify all sources of w ater pollution 
in the county.

The health departm ent is discovering m ore 
tuberculosis cases in the county, by its intensive 
program of chest clinics to look for and treat 
TR in its early Stages and prevent it from spread­ 
ing to others. 


“ Most of our progress,” says Dr. William J. 
Meyer, director of the health departm ent, 
“ is 
m easured by things that didn’t happen — diseases 
and epidem ics thai didn’t occur. The com m unity 
Is our patient. 
“ With individuals,” Dr. M eyer goes on, “ we 
try to prevail on them to go to the doctor to find 
out what services they need. Men, m ore frequently

$400,000 Budget 


The health department this year has a $400,000 
budget, of which the cost is evenly shared between 
the County Commissioners and the state health 
department. But the commissioners get back fees 
for permits and “buck-a-shot” polio vaccination 
revenues which last year totaled $20,000. 


The county’s net cost, $180,OCX), divided by 
its 1960 census population of 308,567, reveals the 
cost of 58 cents per person. 


Bucks Countians voted to set up a county 
health department in an election day referendum 
in November, 1954. Bucks is one of four Pennsyl­ 
vania counties with health departments, the others 
being 
in 
Philadelphia, 
Allegheny 
and 
Erie 
Counties. 


Butler County had a health department until 
last November, when its populous voted to dis­ 
solve it. 


Realize Importance 
The people of Bucks County have shown no 
such inclination, but seem to realize how important 
the department is in the county’s rapid growth. 
Second class townships are automatically in­ 
cluded 
in 
a 
county 
health 
departm ent’s 
jurisdiction, but boroughs and first class townships 
are not unless they pass resolutions accepting the 
county services. Only the boroughs of Morrisville, 
Yardville and Langhorne have kept their own 
health inspectors. Bristol Township still has a 
plumbing inspector. 
Equally Eligible 
But residents of the “non-participating” bor­ 
oughs are equally eligible to most of the county 
health department services, including public health 
nurses and the clinics. In fact, the department 
holds a Well Child Clinic weekly in the Morrisville 
Community Nurse Building. 


The director of local health services for the 
state health department, Dr. Carl ( \ Kuehn, said 
his department considers a county health depart­ 
ment the ideal set up in counties as large as 
Bucks. 


S ta te P o lic y 
“W'e are grossly inefficient to handle all the 
health problems from H arrisburg,” Kuehn said. 
“They are best handled by units large enough 
to finance it and small enough to lie sensitive 
to local problems. 
“The state policy,” Kuehn said, “ is to foster 
local health departments with a population base 
of at least 100,000 or 150,000. In some places this 
could include three or four counties joined to­ 
gether.”
